The trend estimates are derived by 
applying a 13-tcrm Henderson weighted moving average to the respective scasonally 
adjusted series.

The Consumer Price Index (CPI for Melbourne in the March quarter 1997 was 120.1. 
Although there was an increase in the CPI from the December 1996 to the March 1997 
quarter (0.1796), this increase was less than the previous quarterly movement, from the 
September to December 1996 quarter (0.25%).
